Mr.  Mayor,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1937,  the  contents  and  arrangement 
of  which  are  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  circular  1650. 

Summaries  of  the  vital  statistics  for  the  year  will  be  found  on  page  5  and  in  the 
table  on  page  30.  The  birth-rate  is  14*9,  equal  to  the  average  figure  throughout  England 
and  Wales,  and  has  not  varied  much  in  the  last  nine  years.  The  death-rate  is  12*0, 
compared  with  a  rate  in  England  and  Wales  of  1 2*4 ;  when,  however,  a  correction  is  applied 
to  the  local  figure  to  allow  for  a  greater  proportion  of  younger  people  in  the  borough,  the 
comparable  local  death-rate  is  increased  to  134.  Since  last  census  year  the  death-rate  has 
shown  a  tendency  to  rise  :  whether  this  is  a  real  rise  or  due  merely  to  a  relative  increase 
in  the  number  of  elderly  people  will  possibly  remain  doubtful  until  the  next  census.  The 
infant  mortality  was  at  the  rate  of  52  infant  deaths  per  thousand  births,  as  against  58 
in  England  and  Wales;  this  rate  of  late  years  keeps  steady,  usually  a  few  points  better  than 
the  average  for  the  country. 

Of  infectious  diseases  during  the  year,  scarlet  fever  and  influenza  were  the  only 
ones  prevalent.  The  former  is  referred  to  at  length  in  the  body  of  the  report.

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General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area. 

The  ambulance  facilities  are  sufficient  for  the  ordinary  needs  of  the  district,  but  the 
local  division  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  have  found  difficulty  in  maintaining  this 
service  and  have  asked  for  the  assistance  of  the  Council. 

No  development  or  change  has  occurred  in  the  general  services  provided,  except 
that  an  agreement  was  entered  into  with  the  Eston  Urban  District  Council  for  the 
reception  of  any  cases  of  Smallpox  occurring  in  this  area  into  the  Smallpox  hospital  of 
that  authority. 


Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water.  There  have  been  no  changes  during  the  year  in  the  water-supplies,  which 
have  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity.  The  Council  itself  distributes  the  supply 
throughout  the  greater  portion  of  the  district,  and  this  water  for  some  years  has  been 
controlled  by  quarterly  bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses.  The  Tees  Valley  Water 
Board  furnishes  the  water  which  is  distributed  to  the  western  end  of  the  borough,  and 
the  Cleveland  Water  Company  supplies  a  few  isolated  houses.  The  more  frequent 
submission  of  samples  of  water  for  bacteriological  examination  is  under  consideration. 
Summaries  of  bacteriological  reports  on  samples  taken  at  the  reservoir  outlet,  i.e.,  before 
filtration  but  after  mixing  and  treatment  of  water  from  the  three  sources,  are  given  in 
the  accompanying  table.  Reports  on  six  samples  from  premises  supplied  and  quarterly 
samples  from  each  of  the  sources  and  the  reservoir  inlet  were  also  obtained  and  do  not 
differ  to  any  great  extent  from  those  given  in  the  table.

Drainage  and  Sewerage :  No  extensions  of  sewerage  have  occurred  beyond 
those  normally  required  to  deal  with  new  buildings. 

Rivers  and  Streams:  Complaints  were  received  of  objectionable  smell  from  a 
stell  flowing  near  and  under  the  Coast  Road.  On  investigation  this  was  found  to  be  the 
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smell  of  chlorine  from  chloride  of  lime  used  in  a  military  training  camp  through  which 
the  stell  ran.  Camp  drainage  was  subsequently  cut  off  from  the  stell. 

Public  Cleansing  :  The  Sanitary  Inspector  in  his  accompanying  report  deals  with 
this.  The  cost  per  ton  of  collection  and  of  disposal  of  refuse  have  both  been  reduced, 
so  that  the  total  cost  is  this  year  8/10-6  per  ton  as  compared  with  9/7*3  in  1936,  but  the 
amount  of  refuse  collected  continues  to  increase  at  a  greater  rate  than  the  population 
and  is  now  just  under  one  ton  per  day  per  thousand  residents. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area:  This  is  summarised  in  Table  5  in  the  Appendix 
and  referred  to  in  more  detail  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report. 


Shops:  Inspections  under  the  Shops  Act  are  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  summarised  in  his  report. 

Smoke  Abatement  :  No  action  has  been  taken  in  the  district. 


Swimming  Baths  and  Pools:  The  three  Council  swimming  baths  (one  indoor 

and  two  outdoor)  were  open  during  the  summer  months.  The  treatment  of  the  water 
has  been  as  in  previous  years. 


Two  samples  of  water  from  the  covered  swimming  bath  were  taken  on  July  29th 
and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  :

The  reports  on  both  express  the  opinion  that  the  water  is  clean  and  safe  for 
bathing  in. 


Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs :  This  is  referred  to  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s 

report.  Twenty-nine  houses  were  found  infested  with  bugs  or  fleas,  eight  of  these  being 
Council  houses.  Vermin-ridden  houses  are  not  an  important  problem  in  this  area. 


Schools:  No  School  Closure  on  account  of  infectious  disease  was  recommended 

during  the  year.  An  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  from  milk  in  schools  is  referred  to 
later  in  this  report. 


Housing. 


A  tabulated  statement  of  housing  inspections,  results,  etc.,  will  be  found  on  page  28. 
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No  houses  were  erected  by  the  Council  during  the  year,  but  the  number  of  new 
privately  built  houses,  259,  though  less  than  in  the  previous  year,  is  still  considerable 
and  represents  an  increase  of  the  dwellings  in  the  district  by  about  4%.  At  the  end  of 
1934,  with  an  estimated  population  of  21,800,  there  were  6,010  inhabited  houses  on  the 
rate-book;  at  the  end  of  1937  there  were  6,962  inhabited  houses,  an  increase  of  15%, 
while  the  population  will  have  increased  by  less  than  10%.  The  new  houses  are  mostly 
on  the  outskirts  of  the  town,  on  well  laid  out  sites,  with  free  exposure  to  light  and  air, 
and  will  improve  the  healthiness  of  the  district. 

The  returns  of  overcrowded  houses  show  that  twelve  cases  of  overcrowding  were 
relieved  during  the  year. 


Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

Milk  Supply :  There  are  seven  registered  producers  of  milk  in  the  area  and  35 

registered  dairies  and  milk-shops.  All  are  inspected  regularly.  Sample  of  milk  are 
submitted  periodically  for  examination  as  to  bacterial  content  ;  particulars  of  these  from 
this  district  and  from  adjoining  districts  are  summarised  in  the  following  table  : —

More  samples  were  submitted  from  this  area  during  the  year  and  the  results  show 
an  improvement  in  thecleanliness  of  the  milk. 


As  mentioned  earlier  in  the  report  an  outbreak  of  food-poisoning  occurred  in 
connection  with  milk  supplied  to  some  of  the  schools.  On  the  afternoon  of  August  31st 
many  of  the  children  in  Redcar  schools  were  suddenly  seized  with  vomiting,  in  some 
cases  associated  with  a  certain  amount  of  collapse.  It  was  quickly  remarked  that  the 
illness  was  in  those  children  only  who  had  drunk  milk  in  school  that  morning,  although 
not  all  were  affected.  The  milk  was  ungraded  milk,  supplied  in  ^-pint  bottles  to  all 
affected  schools  by  one  dairy.  Particulars  of  numbers  taken  ill  are  given  in  the

The  children  drank  the  milk  in  the  middle  of  the  morning,  about  10-30;  in  the  West 
Dyke  School  the  illness  commenced  at  1-30  p.m.,  while  in  the  Coatham  R.C.  School 
children  were  not  ill  until  3  p.m.  A  few  had  diarrhoea  and  colic  ;  most  had  recovered 
considerably  by  4  p.m.  and  nearly  all  were  back  at  school  next  morning  ;  one  boy  at 
Dormanstown  Senior  School  was  still  absent  two  days  after. 

The  dairyman  was  immediately  informed  and  he  suggested  the  possibility  of  the 
occurrence  being  due  to  the  use  of  a  detergent  solution  for  the  bottles,  not  previously 
used  by  him,  which  had  been  employed  along  with  the  usual  detergent  with  the  object  of 
ensuring  that  the  bottles  were  bright  and  clean.  A  proper  sample  of  the  milk  concerned 
was  not  obtained  :  a  mixed  sample  of  the  “leavings”  from  various  bottles  which  had 
been  lying  exposed  for  some  hours  after  use  at  the  Coatham  R.C.  School  was  sent  for 
analysis  :  bacteriologically  it  was  found  very  unclean,  as  might  be  expected  from  the 
way  in  which  the  sample  was  obtained  ;  chemically,  it  was  not  found  to  contain  any 
caustic  alkali  or  other  irritant  poison.  The  milk  was  a  mixed  milk,  from  some  forty 
producers,  bottled  on  the  dairyman’s  premises.  Inspection  of  these  premises  did  not 
yield  very  much  of  note,  except  that  on  September  3rd  an  employee  was  discovered  with 
a  small  abscess  under  the  nail  of  one  finger.  The  information  given  was  that  the  abscess 
had  been  there  about  a  week  and  that,  since  its  commencement,  he  had  not  touched  the 
bottles  or  the  milk.  His  employment  was  then  altered  so  as  to  keep  him  out  of  the  room 
in  which  the  milk  was  bottled.  No  other  illness  was  discovered.  A  sample  of  the 
suspected  detergent  wras  submitted  to  Messrs.  Brady  &  Martin,  Analytical  Chemists,  and 
their  report  showed  it  to  be  of  good  quality  and  no  injurious  component  was  discovered. 
The  history  of  the  outbreak  is  suggestive  of  a  type  of  food-poisoning  described  in  recent 
years  and  due  to  contamination  of  milk,  and  sometimes  of  bread  and  other  food-stuffs, 
by  germs  called  staphylococci  that  have  been  long  known  as  the  common  microbes  found 
in  abscesses  ;  in  epidemics  that  have  been  described  the  milk  has  been  infected  from 
abscesses  on  the  udder  of  a  cow,  but  there  seems  the  possibility  that  infection  might  be 
derived  from  an  abscess  on  the  hand  of  one  of  the  workers  dealing  with  the  milk. 
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Meat  and  other  Foods.  The  Sanitary  Inspector  reports  on  this.  The  approximate 
weight  of  meat  condemned  and  surrendered  was  rather  less  than  in  the  preceding  year, 
although  the  numbers  of  cattle  slaughtered  had  more  than  doubled  and  the  number  of 
pigs  increased  by  approximately  30%.  Of  the  cattle  slaughtered  2%  were  found  to  be 
unfit  for  human  consumption,  either  in  whole  or  part,  and  usually  the  latter. 

Adulteration.  No  action  was  taken  by  the  local  authority  under  the  Food  &  Drugs 
(Adulteration)  Act,  1928,  this  being  administered  by  the  County  Council. 

Shell-fish  (Molluscan).  Mussels  are  sold  in  four  shops  in  the  district,  in  two  of 
them  for  bait  only,  both  of  these  deriving  their  supplies  from  Morecambe  ;  one  shop 
selling  mussels  both  for  bait  and  for  human  consumption  obtain  them  from  Boston, 
Lines.  A  fourth  shop,  selling  mussels  for  human  consumption,  obtains  them  from 
King’s  Lynn,  Norfolk.  A  solitary  case  of  typhoid  fever  occurred  in  the  borough  in 
October,  the  patient  being  a  customer  of  this  shop  with  an  extreme  partiality  for 
mussels,  on  occasion  eating  them  raw.  A  sample  of  these  mussels  sent  for  bacteriological 
examination  on  November  3rd  was  reported  as  containing  10  Bacillus  Coli  and  10 
Bacillus  Enteritidis  Sporogenes  per  mussel,  the  bacteriologist  remarking  that  this  did 
not  suggest  sewage  pollution.  As  however  there  were,  about  the  same  time,  cases  of 
typhoid  fever  occurring  in  the  town  from  which  these  mussels  came,  I  asked  the  medical 
officer  of  health  there  to  make  further  enquiries  as  to  the  safety  of  these  shell-fish  for 
human  consumption.  He  kindly  made  these  enquiries  and  discovered  that  the  mussels 
were,  when  taken  from  the  beds,  unsatisfactory. 

I  am  informed  that  no  shell-fish  are  marketed  from  layings  in  the  Borough  of 
of  Redcar. 

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over,  Infectious  and  other  Diseases. 

Scarlet  fever  was  very  prevalent  during  the  year,  with  129  cases  notified,  as 
compared  with  126  in  the  previous  year,  and  an  average  of  78  in  the  five  preceding 
years.  Cases  occurred  in  every  month  of  the  year  but  there  were  most  in  the  last 
quarter,  totalling  44,  and  next  in  the  first  quarter,  with  40.  All  parts  of  the  district  were 
affected.  Two-thirds  of  the  cases  were  in  children  of  school  age,  and  about  one-fifth 
below  school  age.  Viewing  the  incidence  of  scarlet  fever  in  the  Combined  Districts 
as  a  whole,  from  the  beginning  of  regular  notification  in  1893,  there  is  visible, 
apart  from  the  epidemic  ups  and  downs  covering  five  years  or  less,  a  regular  fall  in  the 
trend  of  the  curve  down  to  a  minimum  about  1916,  followed  by  a  reversal  of  the  change 
to  a  rise  of  similar  proportions,  still  in  operation.  In  1916  there  were,  in  the  whole  of 
the  Combined  Districts,  only  48  notified  cases  of  scarlet  fever  ;  in  1894,  which  was  a 
year  of  lower  prevalence  between  years  of  higher  prevalence,  there  were  274  cases.  That 
was  22  years  before  1916,  and  similarly,  19  years  after  1916,  there  were  in  1935,  also  a 
year  of  low  prevalence,  210  cases.  The  local  history  of  the  disease  suggests  a  slow 
regular  variation  in  its  prevalence,  underlying  the  rapid  changes  from  year  to  year,  and 
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repeating  itself  after  a  period  of  not  less  than  50  years,  possibly  rather  more  than  100 
years.  The  minimum,  about  1916,  is  already  some  twenty  years  behind  us  ;  there  is  no 
sign  at  present  of  the  maximum  having  been  reached. 

There  is  then  a  possibility  that  for  some  years  the  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever 
may  remain  at  a  comparatively  high  level.  But,  notwithstanding  the  greater  prevalence 
of  the  disease  in  the  last  twenty  years,  there  have  been  fewer  deaths  from  it,  so  that  it 
is  now  less  harmful  than  measles  or  whooping-cough.

In  the  last  five  years  there  have  been,  in  the  Combined  Districts,  1,376  cases  of  the 
disease  and  one  death,  so  that  the  fatality  rate  over  that  period  has  been  0  7  per  thousand, 
less  than  one-tenth  of  what  it  was  in  1925-29. 

The  proportion  of  cases  removed  to  isolation  hospital  has  almost  steadily  increased. 
In  1915-19  only  25%  of  the  patients  were  isolated  out  of  their  own  homes  and  yet  in  one 
of  these  years  there  were  no  more  than  48  cases  in  the  whole  area  of  the  Combined 
Districts.  Since  then  the  proportion  of  cases  removed  to  hospital  has  increased  until 
now  it  averages  77%  over  all  the  districts,  while  the  total  number  of  cases  has  grown  as 
regularly.  It  is  not  that  removal  to  hospital  with  subsequent  return  of  the  patient  home 
on  discharge  has  itself  had  any  effect  in  increasing  the  prevalence  of  the  disease,  but  it 
would  appear  to  have  done  nothing  to  prevent  it.  One  cannot  say  that  removal  to 
hospital  in  scarlet  fever  is  useless  as  a  public  health  measure,  for  it  has  doubtless  had 
some  effect  in  bringing  about  the  great  reduction  in  the  fatality  of  the  disease,  and 
although  the  years  of  low  prevalence  again  are  much  the  same  as  they  were  in  the 
’nineties,  the  years  of  higher  prevalence  now  do  not  reach  such  large  figures.  The 
explanation  of  the  inadequacy  of  isolation  in  the  wiping  out  of  scarlet  fever  has  come  to 
light  in  the  last  few  years  ;  it  appears  that  the  same  germ  which  in  one  person  will  cause 
an  attack  of  scarlet  fever,  in  another  will  cause  tonsillitis  only,  or  in  a  third,  symptoms 
not  particularly  different  from  a  cold  in  the  head,  or  in  a  fourth,  a  local  infection  at 
some  other  part  of  the  body,  and  these  cases,  not  scarlet  fever  but  caused  by  and  carrying

the  same  germ,  since  they  are  not  isolated,  spread  their  infection  toother  persons,  some 
of  whom  develope  typical  scarlet  fever.  The  logical  alternatives  would  appear  to  be, 
either  to  give  up  removal  to  hospital  of  patients  with  scarlet  fever,  with  the  exception  of 
the  more  serious  cases  that  cannot  receive  at  home  the  care  they  need,  or  to  isolate 
strictly,  and  preferably  in  hospital,  not  only  all  cases  of  scarlet  fever  but  also  all  those 
cases  of  tonsillitis,  colds,  etc.,  due  to  the  same  germ.  The  latter  course  is  impracticable 
as  many  of  these  attacks  are  too  mild  to  be  brought  to  medical  notice,  definite  diagnosis 
of  the  causal  organism  cannot  be  made  without  a  delay  of  several  days  for  bacteriological 
investigation,  hospitals  and  staffs  would  require  to  be  enlarged,  and  the  cost  would  be 
out  of  proportion  to  the  benefit  1  ikely^  to  accrue.

The  principle  governing  admission  to  hospital  of  scarlet  fever  cases  which  is  at 
present  adopted  in  the  district  is  that,  if  the  patient  can  be  properly  isolated  and  treated 
at  home,  he  should  remain  there,  and  proper  isolation  is  held  possible  if  there  is  someone 
to  attend  to  the  patient  who  is  herself  protected  by  a  previous  attack  of  fever  and  if  it  is 
easy  to  avoid  contact  of  unprotected  children  with  the  patient.  Doubtless  some  cases 
that  could  be  with  advantage  isolated  and  treated  at  home  have  been  removed  to  hospital 
because  perhaps  the  parents  thought  the  child  would  make  a  better  recovery  there,  but 
it  is  certain  that  the  ordinary  mild  attack  of  scarlet  fever  should  be  recovered  from 
quicker  and  with  less  risk  of  complications  if  treated  alone  at  home  rather  than  in 
association  with  others  in  a  hospital  ward. 

Diphtheria  was  again  very  little  prevalent  in  the  district,  with  only  eight  cases 
notified  and  one  of  these  bacteriologically  negative.  Six  cases  were  removed  to  hospital 
and  there  were  no  deaths. 

Two  notifications  of  enteric  fever  were  received  but  one  was  withdrawn,  the 
diagnosis  being  altered  to  appendicitis.  The  other  case  was  one  of  typhoid  fever  and  its 
association  with  the  eating  of  raw  mussels  has  been  already  mentioned. 

Among  non-notifiable  diseases  school  intimations  showed  a  few  cases  of  measles 
about  midsummer  and  of  whooping-cough  in  the  autumn,  with  mumps  more  prevalent  in 
the  first  five  months  of  the  year. 

Influenza  was  prevalent  at  the  end  of  January  and  in  February,  in  which  month 
the  number  of  cases  of  pneumonia  was  the  greatest. 

The  offer  of  free  artificial  immunisation  against  diphtheria  has  remained  open  but 
has  not  been  taken  advantage  of. 
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The  number  of  patients  admitted  to  the  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  from  this  and 
other  districts  is  given  in  the  following  table  for  the  twelve  months  ended  March  31st, 
1938,  the  figures  in  brackets  being  the  admissions  in  the  previous  twelve  months.

There  were  39  new  cases  of  tuberculosis .  in  the  borough  during  the  year,  either 
notified  or  otherwise  ascertained.  This  is  the  largest  number  so  far  arising  in  one  year 
in  the  district,  being  about  double  the  average  of  the  preceding  five  years.  The  increase 
was  in  both  pulmonary  (24  cases)  and  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  (15  cases),  although 
both  these  figures  have  been  equalled  in  previous  years,  but  not  together.  The  borough 
of  course  has  increased  in  population  very  much  of  recent  years,  having  doubled  in  size 
since  the  war,  and  many  of  the  new  residents  have  come  here  for  health  reasons.  It  is 
not  surprising  then  that  an  unduly  large  proportion  of  the  new  cases  of  tuberculosis 
occurs  in  those  who  have  recently  come  to  live  in  the  town. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  this  disease  was  11,  a  rate  of  just  under  0'5  per  thousand, 
which  compares  favourably  with  the  rate  of  0*69  for  England  and  Wales  in  1936. 

No  action  was  taken  under  Section  62  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925  ;  no  tuberculous 
person  employed  in  the  milk  trade  was  discovered,  and  no  action  was  required  under 
the  Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925. 

No  action  has  been  taken  under  Section  66  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925,  for  the 
prevention  of  blindness  or  for  the  treatment  of  persons  suffering  from  any  disease  or 
injury  to  the  eyes.

Water  Supplies.  Mr.  J.  Locking,  A.M.Inst.C.E.,  M.I.M.  &  Cy.E.,  Water  Engineer, 
contributes  the  following  general  description  of  the  water  supply  to  the  Borough. 

Redcar  is  supplied  with  water  from  four  sources  : — The  Tees  Valley  Water  Board, 
The  Cleveland  Water  Company,  the  Worts  Well  Spring,  and  the  Adit  at  Upleatham. 
The  water  from  the  Tees  Valley  Water  Board  is  purchased  in  bulk  and  supplied  to  the 
western  portion  of  the  Borough,  while  the  three  remaining  supplies  are  mixed 
chloraminated,  and  discharged  into  the  reservoir  at  Upleatham.  No  pumps  are  used  in 
the  Borough,  the  supply  being  entirely  by  gravitation.  After  leaving  the  reservoir,  the 
whole  supply  is  filtered  through  pressure  filters  and  supplied  direct  to  the  town. 

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  examinations  are  made  on  samples  of  water  by  the 
Counties  Public  Health  Laboratories,  Queen  Victoria  Street,  London,  whose  directors, 
Dr.  J.  F.  Beale,  M.A.,  D.P.H.,  M.R.C.S.,  and  Dr.  E.  V.  Suckling,  M.B.,  B.S.,  D.P.H., 


have  pronounced  the  water  invariably  pure  and  wholesome.

Markets.  The  Market  is  held  weekly  on  Saturdays,  when  regular  inspections  are 

carried  out  with  a  view  to  detecting  unsound  food  and  uncleanliness.  Three  hundred 
visits  were  made  during  the  year,  when  everything  was  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Meat  and  Food  Inspections. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1955.  This  Act  gives  power  to  Local  Authorities  to 

register  all  Slaughtermen.  From  the  passing  of  this  Act  all  animals  intended  for 
human  consumption  must  be  killed  by  mechanically  operated  instruments.  The 
requirements  of  this  Act  have  been  well  observed  among  the  Butchers.  There  are  43 
persons  on  the  Register  of  Slaughtermen  and  no  contraventions  occurred  during  the 
year. 

Public  Health  Meat  Regulations,  1924.  These  Regulations  lay  down  that  three 

hours  notice  (except  in  certain  circumstances)  must  be  given  before  the  slaughter  of 
any  animals  for  human  consumption  either  before  removal  from  the  slaughterhouse  or 
immediately  afterwards.

Public  Conveniences.  During  the  year  all  Public  Conveniences  have  been 
cleansed  daily.  No  additional  conveniences  have  been  provided. 

Sewerage.  No  extension  of  the  Main  Sewerage  Scheme  took  place  during  the  year. 
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Closet  Accommodation.  The  whole  of  the  Borough  is  on  the  water  carriage 

system  with  the  exception  of  about  14  houses  at  Kirkleatham.  This  area  was  taken  into 
the  Borough  after  the  completion  of  our  general  conversion  Scheme.  There  are  also  12 
pan-closets  still  in  use  at  the  Warrenby  Ironworks.  No  sewer  is  available  in  this  part 
of  the  area. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs.  During  the  year  29  complaints  were  received  of 

houses  (8  Council  and  21  Private)  being  infected  with  Bugs,  Fleas,  etc.  In  each  case 
the  houses  were  inspected  and  assistance  given  to  rid  the  premises  of  the  vermin.  The 
following  method  was  adopted  in  all  cases  : 

Skirting  boards,  picture  mouldings,  door  facings,  etc.,  were  removed  and  sprayed 
with  an  effective  solution,  together  with  the  rooms,  The  rooms  were  then  sealed  up 
and  left  for  24  hours  and  the  wallpapers  then  stripped  and  burned  Revisits  were  made 
at  intervals  and  if  necessary  a  second  application  took  place  usually  about  14  days 
after  the  first.  The  method  of  disinfection  is  the  same  as  in  past  years.

In  all  cases  I  have  found  a  willingness  to  comply  with  my  requests  without  having 
to  take  any  formal  action. 

The  outstanding  work  is  in  hand  at  the  year  end. 

Public  Cleansing.  This  service  includes  street  cleansing,  gully  cleansing,  sewer 

flushing,  refuse  collection  and  refuse  disposal.  This  being  the  first  complete  year 
Public  Cleansing  in  its  entirety  has  been  under  my  control,  I  herewith  submit  what 
might  be  considered  the  first  comprehensive  report  on  this  service. 

During  the  year  the  chief  change  in  this  service  was  the  introduction  of  a 
mechanical  Gully  Cleansing  Machine.  By  introducing  this  machine  the  streei  gullies 
are  cleaned  in  a  much  more  efficient  manner  without  offence  ro  passers-by.  The 
machine  has  also  been  used  with  advantage  for  sewer  flushing.  All  branches  of 
cleansing  work  bave  been  organised  in  such  a  manner  that  the  work  is  carried  out  in 
harmony  and  also  an  economical  manner.  The  number  of  complaints  received 
respecting  neglect  in  the  removal  of  refuse  was  so  small  as  to  be  negligible.  This  also 
applies  to  stoppages  in  sewers. 
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Owing  to  the  rare  occasions  on  which  the  conditions  of  the  streets  have  been  raised 
at  }rour  Committee  Meetings,  I  am  sure  that  it  will  be  agreed  that  the  conditions  of  our 
streets  compare  favourably  with  those  of  other  districts. 

The  comparison  of  costs  shown  in  this  report  are  based  on  the  latest  returns 
supplied  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  their  annual  report  on  Public  Cleansing. 
Throughout  the  report  “  costs  ”  includes  as  far  as  possible  everything  applicable  to 
various  headings,  viz.,  Labour,  Superannuation,  Licences,  Insurance,  Materials,  Tools, 
Repairs,  Rates,  etc.,  as  supplied  by  your  Borough  Accountant.

No.  1  and  No.  2  Vehicles  are  now  in  a  very  dilapidated  condition,  and  should  be 
replaced  by  two  new  vehicles ;  No.  1  almost  immediately,  whilst  No.  2  can  be  of  service 
for  another  twelve  months. 

Two  new  hand-trucks  are  also  necessary  to  replace  old  and  dilapidated  trucks, 
whilst  an  additional  hand-truck  is  required  to  cope  with  extra  sweeping  work  on  the  sea¬ 
front  especially  during  the  summer  months. 


Street  Sweeping.  The  total  length  of  roads  and  front  streets  within  the  Borough 

area  is  approximately  41*46  miles,  *25  miles  being  added  during  the  year.  In  addition, 
there  are  County  Roads  8*36  miles  in  length. 

The  total  area  of  streets  exclusive  of  footpaths  is  approximately  437, 817  6  square 
yards.

Gully  Cleansing.  The  total  number  of  front  and  back  street  gullies  in  your  area 

is  3,026.  These  have  been  regularly  cleansed  since  the  introduction  of  the  new  Gully 
Cleansing  Machine  which  was  put  into  operation  on  the  1st  October,  1937.  The  work  of 
gully  cleansing  is  carried  out  on  four  days  each  week.  The  other  1J  days  are  occupied 
on  sewer  flushing.  I  think  it  would  be  inadvisable  to  give  a  detailed  cost  of  this  work 
until  the  Gully  Cleansing  Machine  has  been  in  full  operation  for  a  complete  year. 

Refuse  Collection.  During  the  year,  5,109  loads  of  refuse  were  collected 
representing  8,352-5  tons  from  all  premises  within  the  Borough  as  follows  : 

All  Hotels  and  Cafes,  3  visits  each  week  during  the  summer  and  twice  weekly  during 
the  remaining  months  of  the  year. 

A  daily  collection  is  given  to  all  fish  shops  and  a  weekly  collection  from  all  other 
premises. 

Four  refuse  collecting  vehicles  are  employed  on  this  work,  each  being  assigned  to  a 
district.  These  vehicles  are  also  used  for  the  collection  of  street  sweepings. 

Test  weighings  have  been  carried  out  in  order  to  arrive  at  tonnage  collected. 

The  extensive  building  operations  during  the  year  have  again  been  responsible  for 
the  expansion  of  the  service.  The  type  of  house  being  erected  in  your  area,  provides  a 
very  long  carry  to  the  vehicle.  The  receptacle  in  general  use  is  of  the  round  galvanised 
iron  type.  All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  means  of  controlled  tipping.  This  consists  of 
tipping  refuse  in  layers  not  exceeding  6  ft.  in  depth,  packed  tightly  and  covered  with  a 
substantial  layer  of  soil  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  Regulations-
